What a Prominent Capitalist Finds to 
Say About Railroad Building Kast 
and West. 


: Hon. Mark L. McDonald was a 
passenger on the overland west last 
evening. He was fresh from New 
York. and full of news. He thinks 
the future is brighter for the ast, 
but New York is the place for busi- 
ness. It is not very easy to get peo- 
ple to invest there, but when they do 
take hold of anything they never quit. 
There are oceans of money there, and 
all a body needs to do is to convince 
them that he is honest and that he 
has a paying proposition, and he can 
get all the money he wants. He says 
Nevada and Califurnia have been be- 
low par there for a long time on ac-. 
count of political disturbances etc. 
but they are growing into favor. He 
has been a year in the east, and in 
that time has made arrangements 
with parties to place the bonds 
to build a railroad. from Bani- 
cia to Santa Rosa, Cal, It will be 50 
miles long, and run through a fine 
country with ne other road in sight. 

It will bring Sonoma county into di- 

rect connection with tide water, and 
give her a market place for her im- 
mense crops of wheat and fruit and 
for her fine lumber product. Benicia 
is destined to become the great grain 
center of California, Over 100ships 
have loaded there for foreign parts 
within four menths. The road will 
have wharves and elevators to handle 
any quantity of grain. The line runs 
aear the redwoods, the finest body of 
timber in the world. It is estimated 
to contain four hundred and forty- 
seven billion feet of lumber. It would 

take a hundred saw mills three hun- 

dred years te cut out such a body of 
timber. Some of the trees are 60 feet 
in circumference, and 250 feet te a 
limb. Single acres of land have 
yielded over 500,000 feet. The road 

will cost $30,000 a mile. It is likely

They are 
not nearly as heavy ua their more cel- 
ebrated cousins, but they are very 
finely proportioned, and it is claimed 
that they have as much strength as 
the heavier classes. When turned out 
they leap and play like colts four feet 
high. They have great power of en- 
durance ahd considerable speed. They 
are gaining a good deal of popuiarity 
in England, where they are called the 
agricultural, or cart horse. Scott & 
Hank have three of them, worth 
$2,500 apiece. They also have a fine 
Jack and are going to test the mule 
market. They have very good reason 
to look for success, as large numbers 
have been shipped from Missouri and 
sold in Eureka and other places. 
They also have anumber of head of 
Hereford cattle, a kind that gives 
almost pure cream.

Bobby seems.to be camping out in 
search of comfort and health. He 
probably robs the stages merely for 
pastime.
